State Survey Reports 
Increases In Local 
And Foreign Vehicles 


Travel on Route 50 through Ne- 
summer tourist 
season showed a gain of eight per 
cent over last year, according to the 


| results of a survey made during the 


summer by the Nevada Highways 
department and recently announc- 
ed. 


The survey on U. S. Route 50, a 
part of a state-wide check of tra- 
vel on federal routes in Nevada, was 
made at a total of fourteen stations 
between Stateline on the west and 
Wendover, on the Utah-Nevada. 
boundary. 


The survey revealed that local tra- | 
vel on U. S. Route 50 was 6.2 per! 
cent heavier than last year and | 


travel by foreign cars was 9. 6 heav- 
‘ier than last year. 


Nevada reports that for all fed- 
eral routes in the state, seven of 
them, there was a gain of 3.1 per 
cent in total traffic figures with) 
an increase of 2.3 per cent in for- 
eign cars and 4.1 per cent in Ne- 
' vada cars. 


All federal routes in the state 
showed increased travel except U. 
S. Route 40, where the survey re- 
ports a net decrease of 2.9 per cent 
in all traffic. Although local traf- 
fic was up 5.1 per cent, the out of 
state traffic on Route 40 through 
Nevada was 6.1 per cent less than 
in the year before. 

El Dorado County’s interest in| 
the results of the survey as they re- 
late to U. S. Route 50 lies in the 
report of continuing increase in for- 
eign car travel over that route be- 
tween the Rocky Mountain states 
through Nevada to Carson City, Lake 
Tahoe, and through the county to 
Stockton and the coast.
